Vole IV. and'thew'd them; what 
I prefume you will pow <find true, that a 
Vidory ia Flanders, well follow’d, would 
caufe France to abaadon all. his extreme 
Parts, difgorge his remote Conquefts, and 
call home his{catter’d Armies, ‘like a Body 
fwooning; when the Spirits retire to defend 
the Héartc—Aad from ftis Printiple, how

They immediately 
apply’« to the reRoring their Troops, and 
making whule their Breaches, they fetch’d 
off the broken Army, comforted the Duke 
of Bavaria by giving him the Government 
of Flanders; and the next Year you found 
them by a fuperiour Force in Flanders, 
bauik’d you on the Mofellz, and force the 
Duke of Marlborough to a fwift March, to 
protect the Dutch fiom Deftruetion. 

When the Bartle of Turin was fought, 
another terrible Adion to France, what Effet 
had that ? Why truly juft the fame, : ic 
firip’d France of her Jealian Triumphs, and 
brought the French King to quit a Prince, 
that in his Imagination he had devourd— 
But-all thé Effeét it had upon France it 
{clf,. was only to quicken their Application, 
to the reeftablilhing Things on that fide, 
which you fee, he did foeffeQiually, that in 

ur firft Attempt upon him, from thence 
he baulk’d the beft contriv’d Defign, that 
ever was laid againft him, Viz. That of 
Thoulon. 

Conie,we next to the Siege of Barcelona, 


there the French receiv’d another terrible. 
Blow—And what Eff. & had it upon France ? 


Truly nothing at all, but when you-beat him 
out of Catalognia, he march’d rouad che 


‘Mountains, and eatred by Navarfe,beat 
you out.of all your Caftilies .Bneetprates 


and the next Summer fought you at Aimds° 
74, entirely overthrew all your Hopes, and 


is now pufhing fair fora fecond Siege at 


Barcelona, 

But then come we to. the Battle of Re 
meies—which was fought in Flasders,;and 
this was no fooner fought, but what wag the 
Confequence? Ic hook the very Gates of 
Paris, Verfailles trembled, and the whole 
Kingdom of France was ftruck with 
Amazement 3 they fall on their Knees to 
GOD ina general, Humiliation, of which I 
bave~ fpoken at large already, and they fall 
on their Knees to Man, for they immedijate- 
ly fend to the Durch, and tothe Dukeof 
Marlborough, if poffible, to make Peace, 
which was though: fic to be reje@ed_—— 

If you ask me what b tell this long Story 
for, and what Coherence it has with. ,the 
Queftion in hand, I fhali{{peak to that. di- 
retly; Fit, it is a Proof of the Reafona- 
blenefs of what I have alledg’d, wiz, that 
this whole War will be beft decided. in. 
Flanders; aad fecondly, it will thew yous. 
from what Ground | promifed in alate Re-- 
view, that you fhould have, if you would 
have Patience, A VICTORY. 

I faw the Concert of Affairs betweu 
the EleGior of fanmover, the Duke of 
Marlborough, and Prince Eugene of Sevoy- 
pointed plainly at Flanders; that al the 
Forces for the Service of the Afofebe were 
evidently defign’d to be brought down, to 
Flanders, and that what Decachments could:
